Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding "gain fibers" are 
not persuasive. First, Applicant argues that gain fibers are implicit by the use of optical amplifiers and alleges that Office Action dated 1 2 
May 2003 considers "'gain fibers' to be implicit in the claims. Examiner notes that nowhere in the portion Applicant cited contains this 
implication. Furthermore, in first two paragraphs of Applicant's Response dated 07 April 2003, Applicant appears to argree with Examiner 
that gain fibers are not implicit. And even if the allegations of Applicant were true, Applicant's arguments do not address the invention as 
claimed since the use and application of gain fibers are not claimed to distinguish it from the prior art. 
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
